ban rests »haU not be allowed to ride, drive or 
start in a raoe until anoh ban Is lifted or tatta 
fled.

What is known 
aa the county Democracy, or iu plainer 
words, tl»» Tilden branch of the party, 
bas a strong aversion to recognizing 
Tammany to be represented in the 
State conrention. Tammany 011 the 
otker hand, is determined to have rep- 
resentation or raise a row, Defeat to 
Democracy is almost a certainty, with- 
out the aid of Tammany, and therefore 
the chances are ton to one that u full 
Tammaay delegation will be admitted 
to the convention, uud thntthe oiHaorue 
will be satisfactory.

encas in the Republican uud Demo- 
cratic parties healed, the coming elec- 
tion contest in New York will bo un- 
usually spirited .

Some maintain that it is a war 
on Church observance while others hole 
the reverse, and all in all, as the fight 
grows warmer it grows more interesting 
The Herald and Times take sides with 
Schultz. Tho Times says the church 
bells make more noise than the elevatec 
railway trains and are much more ex 
citing, and that it is entirely useless 
and is in no sense an net of worship 
The World gays : "If the issue ia fairly 
raised there can be no doubt what the 
decision will be. The noise of the 
church bell is, in the eye of the law, no 
more nor less than any other noise can 
be permitted only on condition that i 
does not constitue an interference with 
the general welfare." The Telegram 
has interviewed residents around Stny 
vesant square and only found three per 
sons who objected to the ringing of St 
George's bell. Carl Schurz in the Posi 
joins his countryman Schultz iu his 
crusade against the church bell and calls 
it "a useless survival of medieval times 
an anachronism, a barbarous cruelty 
and an outrage."
